KARNATAKA STATE PRISON SPORTS PROMOTION BOARD, BENGALURU 

1. Title : " The Karnataka State Prison Employees Sports Control Board " 

Prison Officers and Staff of the Karnataka State Prison Department are the members of the Karnataka State Prison 
Employees Sports Control Board situated in Head Office, i.e. Office of the Addl. Director General of Police & Inspector General of 
Prisons, Karnataka State, Bengaluru or any place to be notified by the Chairman of the Karnataka State Prison Employees Sports 
Control Board. 

2. Aims and Object: 

The object of the Karnataka State Prison Employees Sports Control Board is to effectively co-ordinate the activities of the 
various District / Unit Sports Committees, regulate the purchase of quality sport equipment, pick up talented sportsmen found in the 
Prison Department who have achieved excellence in the State Level, National and International level meets and impart sustained and 
systematic training to improve their standards by organizing intensive coaching camps and also effectively liaise with the Sports 
Authority of India. South Centre Bengaluru in order to bring out the best from the talented Sportsmen in the Prison Department so that 
the Karnataka State Prison Department can make a m ark in the inter-state Sports Meet as well as All India Prison Games and Sports 
meets. It shall hold Control and administer the property and funds of the Board through the Secretary-cum-Treasurer. 

3. Constitution of the Board : 

The Karnataka State Prison Sports Control Board will have all Executive Committee under a Chairman. 

(1) Chairman of Executive Committee: 

The Addl. Director General of Police & Inspector General of Prison. Karnataka State 
will be the Chairman of Executive Committee of the newly Constituted Karnataka State 
Prison Employees Sports Control Board. 

(2) Members of the Executive Committee : 

The following Prison Officers will be the Members of the Executive Committee of the Karnataka State Prison Employees 
Sports Control Board :- 

• Deputy Inspector General of Police (Administration] 

• Deputy Inspector General of Prisons. (Headquarters) Bengaluru. 

• Deputy Inspector General of Prisons, North Zone, Belagavi 

• Principal, Prison Training Institute, Mysuru. 

• Two Chief Superintendents of Central Prison to be nominated by the Chairman 

• Two Superintendent of District Prisons to be nominated by the Chairman 

• Two Chief Jailors / Jailors to be nominated by the Chairman. 

• Gazetted Manager, Head Office, Bengaluru 

(3) Secretary-cum-Treasurer : 

Gazetted Manager working at Head Office to be nominated by the Karnataka State Prison Employees Sports Control Board shall be 
Ex-Officio Secretary-cum-Treasurer of the Board. 

i) The Chairman and 3 Members present form a quorum. 

ii) The Chairman would be at liberty to change the Members of the Executive Committee depending on the exigencies of 

service without assigning any reasons 

iii) The Executive Committee of the Board will be accountable to the Addl. Director General of Police & Inspector General of 

Prison, Karnataka State, in all its activities, besides implementing the suggestions made by the All India Sports control 
Board. 

4. Matches and Tournaments : 

(1) Matches and Tournaments with other sports teams may be arranged with the previous permission of the Chairman. Funds out 
of the Karnataka Prison Employees Sports Fund can be utilized for these engagements if the financial position is good and 
provided that not more than 5% of the money available is used. 

(2) Selection of the Central Prison Level team to be sent to the Annual State Prison Employees Sports will be from amongst the 
winner of the Central Prison Team Sports. The Annual Prison Employees Sports will be held so as to enable the selected team 
to have at least one clear month of intensive training before they participate in the Annual State Prison Employees Sports. 
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Employees of the Karnataka State Prison Force (Gazetted and Non-Gazetted Officers and men/women) shall be the Members 
of the Karnataka State Prison Sports Control Board. The list of members of the Karnataka State Prison Sports Control Board as it 
stands from time to time with their signature shall be maintained in the Prison Department Plead Office. 

6 . Powers and duties of the Chairman of executive committee and secretary-cum treasurer. 

• Chairman : 

The Chairman of Executive Committee of the Karnataka State Prison Sports Control Board and shall hold office and preside 

over all the meeting unless he resigns before this period, Fie shall arrange and preside over all the meetings of the Executive 

Committee of the Board, If in his opinion, any matter that has arisen required immediate action, he shall take such action as 

he deems necessary. The Chairman of Executive Committee will co-ordinate all the Sports activities of the Prison Department. 

The post is honorary. Fie shall lead the team for the athletic, duty and welfare meets at the All India Level. 

• Secretary-cum-treasurer: 

Fie shall carry on all correspondence on behalf of the Board and give effect to the various decisions and resolutions of the Sports 
General Council / Executive Committee of the Board. Fie shall give notice of Meetings and record minutes and arrange to circulate the 
proceedings of the meetings to various subsidiary units. Fie shall be responsible for the maintenance of various records and registers 
and carry out other duties that may be entrusted to him by the Chairman of Executive Committee. The post is honorary. Fie may lead the 
team for the athletic, duty and welfare meets at the All India Level. 

Fie shall exercise general supervision over the funds of the Board. Fie shall receive all subscriptions and donations and keep a 
regular account of receipts and expenditure. Fie shall be responsible for all moneys received by the Board and shall issue receipt for the 
same on the prescribed form. 

Fie shall be authorized to sign cheques up to a ceiling limit of Rs. 10,000/- Cheques above Rs. 10,000/- shall be countersigned by 
the Chairman of tile Board. 

Fie shall submit an Annual Statement of Accounts. Receipts Expenditure and an audited Balance Sheet. 

The Secretary may after consulting the Chairman take any urgent action that may be necessary and report the same as soon as 
possible to the Executive Committee of the Board for ratification. 

The Secretary shall be assisted by a Member of the Ministerial Staff or a Prison officer from any unit of the State of the Office of 
the Additional Director General of Police & Inspector General of Prisons who is familiar with the maintenance of accounts on conduct of 
sports and who will be paid Rs.100/- per month or such sum as decided by the Executive Committee as honorarium. The member of the 
Executive Staff maintaining the accounts shall be entrusted with this task in writing by the Secretary. The accounts of the Sports Funds 
shall be strictly maintained as per the Karnataka Financial Code by this Clerk besides handling the cash for which also he is 
responsible. 

7. Activities : 

1) The Executive Committee of the Board shall meet at least once in 4 months and review the various steps taken to improve 
the standard of Prison men in various games and sports events and specially organize State coaching camps with the help of the 
National Institute of Sports, South Centre, Bengaluru and Director of Youth Services and Sports, Karnataka, Bengaluru. The Board will 
also be charged with the responsibilities of promoting sports and Athletic Competitions in the Prison Department to improve ESPIRIT- 
DE CORPS and MORALE of the force and foster better relations among various ranks in the Department. The Executive Committee of 
the Board shall conduct activities subject to general supervision and control of the Chairman of the Board. 

2) The Executive-committee shall organize intensive coaching camps for all the members selected to represent the "All India 
Prison Duty Meet" to improve their performance. The venue and duration of these coaching camps shall be decided by the Chairman in 
consultation with the Chairman 

3) The Executive Committee may also co-opt any person or representatives of an institution as an adhoc member of the 
Executive Committee for any specific purpose for a specified period to help the Committee in its deliberations, with the sanction of the 
Chairman of the Board. 

8 . Funds : 

(1) The following subscriptions shall be collected from the various members of the Board : 

i A Group Officers (Supdt. of C.P & Above) Rs. 100/- Per month 

ii B Group Officer (A/S, Gazetted Manager) Rs. 50/- Per month 

iii C Group Employees Rs. 25/- Per month 

iv D Group Employees Rs. 10/- Per month 

(2) All the amount collected from the concerned Taluk, District and Central Prisons should be sent to the Plead Office through 
bank draft by end of the quarter month. To watch proper collections, the disbursing officers shall keep a Ledger and post the collections 
made. Arrears if any, should be collected at the time of disbursement of pay. The funds so collected will constitute the funds of the 
Karnataka State Prison employee Sports Control Board and will be maintained in the each prison. The funds shall be utilized in 
furtherance of the aims and objectives of the Board by the Chairman. 
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(3) The Executive Committee will also help the Chairman to utilize the Sport funds properly. Sports Committee for the purchase 
of various types of sports equipment of standard quality for use in the prison Department. The Executive Committee should periodically 
examine and put up various proposals relating to the incentives for enthusing Sportsmen. 

9. Account Registers : 

The Following registers shall be maintained for recording Sports Funds transactions : 

1) Cash Book : 

A separate Cash Book shall be maintained for the Sports Fund collection and Expenditure thereof both by the different Prisons as well 
by the Secretary-cum-Treasurer in the Office of the Addl. Director General of Police & Inspector General of Prison. All receipts and 
payments on a unit of this fund shall be recorded on this Cash Book and Proper receipts issued for all amounts received by them. In the 
case of collections made from pay bills, consolidated receipts may be issued each month by other disbursing officers, specifying the 
metal numbers etc., and the amount, on the reverse of the receipt. For this purpose, small receipt books may he got printed at a 
minimum cost and the expenditure met from the Sports Fund. The Secretary-cum-Treasurer of the Executive Committee of the Board 
may get these books containing 100 receipts cash printed and allot them to the various Districts/Units so that the Unit Officer in turn will 
distribute them to various taluks. The Unit Officers are prohibited in getting these receipt books printed themselves for the supply of the 
same to the Taluks. A register shall be maintained by the Secretary-cum-Treasurer to record the number of receipt books printed and its 
distribution at any one time All receipt book shall be page numbered. 

2) Collection Register: 

All collection should be noted in the collection register in the form prescribed. The responsibility of handling cash and accounts 
matters is the concern of the Manager or accounts clerks of the Taluk, District and Central Prison. A written order should be given to the 
incumbents concerned about entrustment of cash. This register shall be page numbered. 

10. Expenditure : 

(1) The funds maintained in the Prison Department Flead Office will be spent for the purpose mentioned below up to the limits noted 
against each :- 

a On Annual Prison Sports and Sports Equipment 75% 

b Remuneration to clerical staff 5% 

c Reserve 10% 

d Miscellaneous such as friendly matches, printing etc. 10% 

(2) The funds of the Sports Committee shall be deposited in one of the nationalized Banks, in the name of Karnataka State Sports 
Control Board. The expenditure on the annual Sports should not exceed 50% of the collections for the year. This amount may be utilized 
for conducting event, repairing, making of Uniforms, purchase of sports articles etc. Any expenditure exceeding the above limit shall be 
made only with the previous sanction of the executive Committee of the Board. 

(3) The properties of central Sports Committee will be in the custody of the Secretary and the unserviceable articles shall be sold in 
auction by the Secretary with the previous sanction of the Chairman and Chairman of Sports Committee. 

11. Budget and audit of accounts: 

(1) BUDGET: The central Sports Committee shall prepare a Budget for each financial year commencing from 1 st April and ending with 
31 st March of every year and send it to the Secretary, Executive Committee for the approval of the Chairman and of the Executive 
Committee of the Board, by the end of February. 

(2) Audit of Accounts: 

The Karnataka State Prison Employees Control Board shall appoint auditors and fix their remuneration. The audited statement of 
account shall be placed before the Sports General Council, for approval during its annual meeting every year. 

12. Donations and Requests : 

(1 ) The names of persons (from the Department and the retired Prison Officers) who make substantial contributions to the funds of the 
Respective Committee shall be recorded and the Secretary-cum- Treasurer shall publish the same, as benefactors. 

(2) In exceptional cases, donations made by respectable private Gentlemen in the form of Trophies only may be accepted with the 
approval of the Government, who will be moved through the Chairman. 

13. Removal of Members : 

(1) Any member of the Board is liable to be removed from the rolls of the Board by the Executive Committee through a resolution 
adopted by it and approved by the Chairman of the Board for any conduct injurious to the fair name of the Board or the Prison Force, 
provided a notice is served on him one month prior to the decision of the Executive Committee. A notice of the complaint made against 
him stating there in the time and place appointed for its consideration when he may attend in person and be heard shall also be given. 
Not less than 7 day's notice should be given of the intention to finally pass such a resolution, when will take effect from the date of 
approval by the Chairman. 

14. Rules and Orders: 

The Chairman of the Board may appoint Adhoc Communities an issue orders as and when deemed necessary. 

1) To examine and adopt periodical reports submitted by the Karnataka State Prison Sports Control Board. 
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2) To enunciate principles according to which the Karnataka State Prison Sports Control Board should operate. 

3) To approve the introduction of new items of sports and games in the State Prison Sports. 

4) To collect subscriptions for sports funds and allocate funds to the Board and to Unit Sports Funds and for the proper maintainance of 
accounts. 

5) To organize regular audits of the accounts of the Board and to Unit Committee not less than once a year in any case, or more 
frequently, if necessary. 

6) To take such other steps as may be necessary or expedient to carry into effect the objects of the Board. 

15. General Meeting : 

(1) The annual General meeting of the Board and the Sports General Council shall be held once in every year, at the time of the Annual 
Sports, at such time and place as the Executive Committee may from time to time determine. At such Annual General Meeting the 
reports of the Executive Committee for the previous year together with an audited copy of the Balance Sheet. Income and Expenditure 
statement and the auditor's Report shall be submitted for approval. 

Note: The calendar year commencing from January 1 st and ending on the 31 st December shall the official year of the Board. 

2) The Executive Committee may convene an extraordinary General Body Meeting of the Board whenever they think fit. 

3) A Special General Body meeting may be convened at any time on the requisition of the Chairman of the Sports Control Board 
or Chairman Executive Committee who shall state in writing the business for which they wish the meeting to be convened and the 
Executive Committee shall within ten days from the date of receipt of the requisition proceed duly to call a meeting for the consideration 
of the business stated on a day not later than forty days from the date of receipt of the requisition. 

4) Not less than atleast twenty one clear day's notice of every General Body meeting Extraordinary or Special specifying the 
date, place and hour of the meeting and containing a statement of the business to be transacted thereat, shall be put up on the notice 
board of each office and save as hear-in-after mentioned, no business other than that specified in such notice shall be transacted 
thereat. 

5) Any accidental omission to give such notice or the non-receipt of notice by any member shall not invalidate the Proceedings 
of any General Body Meeting. 

6) The business of an ordinary General Body meeting shall be to receive and consider the Audited Balance sheet the income 
and expenditure account and the Report of the Committee and of the Auditors and to elect and fix the remuneration of the Auditors. 

7) 20 Member personally present shall be the Quorum for a General Body Meeting and no business shall be transacted by any 
General Body meeting unless the quorum requisite is present at the commencement of the business. 

8) Addi. Director General of Police & inspector General of Prison. Karnataka State who is the Ex-officio Chairman of the Sports 
Control Board shall preside over every General Body meeting of the Board. In case of any emergency due to which he cannot be 
present, he may nominate any officer by name to preside over the Meeting. 

9) Every question submitted to any General Body Meeting shall he decided by a show of hands and in the case of an equality of 
votes the President of the Meeting shall have a casting vote in addition to the vote to which he is entitled as a member. 

16. General: 

(1) . All acts undertaken under these rules and regulation shall be in the name of the Secretary of the Board for the time being who shall 
sue or be sued in the courts of Law, for and on behalf of the Board. All charges incurred by or claimed against the Secretary shall he 
incurred and paid for from the General Fund of the Board and Secretary shall not be made personally responsible in any manner 
whatsoever in respect of bonafide act done by him for or on behalf of the Board. 

(2) . Grants may also be given by the Government for purchase of trophies and such other expenditure in connection with the central 
Prison Sports. Such grants will be drawn by the Secretary-cum-Treasurer of the Board.
